On 10/13/60, NY 2359-S* advised that on above date, 
a meeting of the CP, USA Secretariat and invited guests 
was held in the third floor board room at CP Headquarters, 
NYC.. The following individuals were in attendance: BEN 
DAVIS, JR., WILLIAM WEINSTONE, MARY KAUFMAN, JAMES JACKSON, 
JACK STACHEL, IRVING POTASH, WILLIAM L. PATTERSON, LOUIS 
WEINSTOCK. PHIL BART, CLARENCE HATHAWAY, JOHN ABT and 
HY LUMER,^^

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LOUIS WEINSTOCK opened the discussion by comment- 
ing that "The Worker" was supposed to have received $30,000 
from New York as its share of the last fund drive. However, 
they received only $18,000. He said that a $25,000 fund 
drive for "The Worker" is being planned and New York's 
auota is to be $10,000; Illinois $1500; Michigan and Ohio 
$750 j New England and New Jersey $750 each; Philade.lphxa 
$750; Minnesota $500 ; Wisconsin $500 ; Maryland $500; 
Indiana $250; Connecticut $500; and Pittsburgh $250. 
He stated that "The Worker" fund drive will start November 1>^ 

WEINSTOCK stated that a "sub" drive for "The 
Worker" will commence on December 1. He said the comrades 
in Chicago are planning a mid-west regional conference for 
"The worker" which will take place on November 12. and 13, and they 
expect large delegations from Ohio, Michigan, Wisconsin, 
Minnesota and Illionis, for a total of approximately 50 
people. WEINSTOCK said that New York will be represented by 
JIM (JACKSON?), ERIC (BERT?) and himself.-/^ 

WEINSTOCK said the main concentration in the 
sub drive will be to get new subscriptions, but that 
efforts will also be made to get renewals. He also 
said that in January and February a campaign will be 
developed to celebrate WILLIAM Z. POSTER'S birthday and 
this campaign will be tied in with the press drive. He 
said Carnegie Hall will be obtained for the celebration 
of WILLIAM Z. POSTER.' s birthday < Also, two or" three trips 
to the Soviet Union and other people's democracies, as well 
as one or two trips to Cuba, are being planned as prizes 
for those who obtain the most subs during the drive. WEINSTOCK 
added that invitations will come from the people's democracies 
to those obtaining the most subs, (*L 

JOHN ABT next commeited/with regard to the "NOTO 
case" (apparently JOHN NOTO case) and the "McCarran Act cases" 
which he said he had just argued in Washington, and that 
FELIX PRANKFUTER (Supreme Court Justice) was "more vicious 
and fixed against us than I thought he might oe. 1 *^^.

Continuing, ABT stated that with regard to the 
"SCALES case" ( JUNIUS SCALES) "I" think they are going to 
reverse, and remand it for a new trial because the Government 
introduced a very inflamatory leaflet concerning American 
atrocities in Korea. ABT also was of the opinion that the 
NOTO case will be reversed and remanded for a new trial, 

ABT pointed out that for the past year the Party 
has paid him $3450 (apparently referring to legal services) 
and out of this amount he had to pay $2,140, and, in reality, 
he only received $1,310 for services, 

He also noted that New York '(New York State CP?) has 
owed him $2,000 for a long period of time (apparently for 
legal services ).^j^. 

ABT commented that with regard to the McCarran Act 
cases, it was his opinion that ®c#e could have been done 
by the Party to determine its outcome. (r> 

MAEY KAUFMAN took issue with i©'T regarding 
the McCarran Act cases, saying that 'amicus briefs 
on the McCarran Act eases have been distributed, read widely, 
and received important attention. 

KAUFMAN also commented with regard to the WILLIAM 
Z. FOSTER case, saying that the Solicitor General has ordered 
that appropriate action should be taken to make sure an 
appropriate disposal of the FOSTER case will occur. She 
considered this a concession to the Party, commenting that in 
the past, the Government has always considered FOSTER'S 
indictment the important issue, rather than his physical 
inability to stand trial. She said efforts will be made to 
have doctors concur on FOSTER'S physical inability to 
stand trial, thereby attempting to get the courts to dismiss 
the case. She pointed out that since she has been working 
on the FOSTER case, there has been a complete and total 
absence of political action on the part of the Party around 
this case,-^£. 
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WILL WEINSTONE Indicated 'that, he favored the 
establishment of a mass organization for Party defense. 
He also said that he favored the re-establishment of the 
Civil Rights Congress with (WILLIAM L) PATTERSON being 
placed in charge. In concluding, WEINSTONE felt the 
Party should set up activity that will begin to involve 
people. 




PHILBKRT indicated that two people should be 
designated to come to next week's Secretariat meeting 
with the proposal to set up a committee for defense work^ 

IRVING POTASH said that the question of defense 
should be approached in a political way and that it 
should be the first point on the agenda for next week's 
Secretariat meeting. He said that an organization will 
not be effective unless the Party has a correct political 
approach . 




BEN DAVIS then made the following proposals: 

1. "We" commend JOHN (ABT) and MARY (KAUFMAN) 
for their work, 

2. Something should be done on the financial 
question where JOHN (ABT) and MARY (KAUFMAN) are concerned. 

3. The Party should push the WILLIAM Z. FOSTER 
case in every possible way.^J^^. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY proposed that a committee should 
be set up and charged with the responsibility of bringing 
in a thoroughly rounded out plan for a defense organization, x 

PHIL BART commented that the motions before the 
Secretariat were the following: 
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1. A committee be designated to bring in a 
report on defense developments and activities. 

2. The establishment of a defense organization. 

3. A recommendation for designation of personnel. 

Informant advised that there appeared to be no 
disagreement regarding the above motions, but that he was 
not in a position to determine the vote taken. 
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PHIL BART, in commenting about the money owed 
to JOHN AST* said that the Party has arranged for an affair 
to be held within the next six weeks and that a committee 
will be set up to conduct a campaign for this singular 
purpose .J^y 

HY LUMER commented that the Party had gotten out 
a leaflet to the New England district membership and that 
a district meeting was scheduled for Sunday (believed to be 
Sunday, 10/16/60} and proposed that he, LUiflER, and BEN (DAVIS ?) 
attend this meeting this weekend. He said that a conference 
would be held later with GUS (HALL) and other members of the 
Secretariat attending. LUMER also commented that following 
the district committee meeting (New England district), special 
meetings of clubs would be held with one or more members of 
the Secretariat attending. He also commented that he and 
PHIL (BART ?) would be available to go for ten days if 
necessary (Concerning the above comments of HY LUMER regarding 
the New England district meeting, a teletype dated 10/13/60, 
captioned, "BENJAMIN J. DAVIS and HY LUMER; IS-C n was " 
sent to the Bureau and Boston). 

HY LUMER then commented that h^ (WILL) WEINSTONE and 
(BEN) DAVIS would attend the next New York State board meeting, 
wherein CLARENCE HATHAWAY would present the situation as 
regards organisation and leadership in New York State. He added 
that following that meeting a subcommittee would then make a 
tentative report (to the Secretariat? 

PHIL BART said that FLO HALL was coming to New York 
(possibly 10/17/60) wherein a discussion of the labor situation 
would be made. He also said that CLAUDE LIGHTFOOT had requested 
a meeting with (HEN) DAVIS, (WILLIAM L.) PATTERSON, (IRVING) 
POTASH and (JAMES) JACKSON, this meeting to be held on Monday, 
10/17/60, and it was indicated that the Negro question would be 
discussed. 
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BEN DAVIS then referred back to the New York State 
reorganization and said that the "subcommittee" should have 
maximum flexibility as the issues Involved were serious and- 
controversial. He felt that the State (New York) shoud 
continue to function while the subcommittee was making its 
survey and report. Informant advised that it was indicated 
that the subcommittee report would be made to the Secretariat 
on Wednesday, 10/19/60^^, 

PHIL BART said that at the next "org commission" 
meeting a uniform registration would be proposed effective 
November and December of this year. PHIL BART next suggested 
that the forthcoming National Committee meeting should be 
held Friday, December 9, through Sunday afternoon, December 11. 
He indicated that the agenda would include one major political 
question before the National Committee and that GUS (HALL) 
would make the main report on Friday concerning the national 
and international situation. He said this would then allow 
all day Saturday and Sunday morning for discussion with sub 
reports being m^de based on the main report. He added the 
last session or. Sunday could then be devoted to other business 
before the committee. He urged that all reports be written up 
beforehand and available to all members at the time of the 
meeting. 

BART mentioned that the cost of the last NC 
meeting in Chicago was $4,143 and that consideration should 
be given to cut expenses/'" 



BEN DAVIS felt that the proposal of BART of having 
one main report and sub reports based on it was an attempt 
to bring "something new" to the National Committee. He was 
of the opinion that this plan would aid up in a "big hodgepodge 

The meeting closed with PHIL BART commenting that 
the Party would be informed that the National Committee meeting 
will be held Friday night, December 9 and run through Sunday 
afternoon, December 11, i960. He said that the agenda will be 
set up within the week and also that the matter regarding one 
report would be further discussed with everyone having a chance 
for comment ^£

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PHIL BART opened the discussion and identified 
the meeting as being the "enlarged organization commission" 
which he said included representatives from the East Coast 
and other areas who received invitations to the meeting. 
He said that "these meetings" should be held quarterly. 
FLO (HALL) was designated as chairman. 

JACK STACHEL was the first speaker and said that 
they would take up the following points: 

1. Convention decision regarding registering 
membership. 

2. A uniform registration to be conducted during 
November and December, i960. 

3. Party organizations and club leadership. 

STACHEL, commenting with regard to the Supreme 
Court hearings of arguments on the McCarran Act and the 
membership cases, said that they should-.. -not think that 
"it is all signed, sealed and delivered." 

STACHEL said that the preparation for the Party 
to defend itself against attack is for the Party to be 
identified with mass work. He said the Party must bring 
forward with great clarity what "we" stand for, and the 
Party has to fight to defend its program. He added that 
socialism will not come until the people want it. 

He said that the proposal has been made that in 
November and December, the Party will carry through a 
registration of membership and a dues' control program. 
He said that November and December will also be special 
months for "The Worker" as the circulation drive is scheduled 
to begin around December 1st. He summarized by saying that 
there will be registration, dues control, checkup on 
membership increase and problems, regarding "The Worker." He 
said these should be given principal attention in the Party 
committees and clubs during November and December. 
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Continuing, STACHEL commented that the Party 
adopted a resolution on Party organization at the last 
convention and "we" proposed to re-publish this in 
"Party Affairs" in order that the comrades will have that 
resolution before them. He said discussion should be 
organized around this resolution. 

STACHEL said that the Party wants to particularly 
emphasize: l. The role of leadership in the work of the 
Party; 2.. The fole of the club as the basic Party 
organisation; 3. the relationship of leadership to the 
clubs. He commented that the meetings in November and 
December should not be just routine but that emphasis 
on the election campaign and peace should be discussed 
and stress placed on how the Party has to work among the 
masses, 

STACHEL said that with regard to registration 
it has been proposed that the first two weeks in November 
be used to prepare for registration, which will begin 
around November 15th and last until the end of the year* 
STACHEL commented to the effect that club membership is 
not as great as it had been in the past, adding that the 
average (membership in clubs?) is less than 20. 
He indicated that in Manhattan, the average club membership 
was approximately 12, but that in his particular club 
there were over 20 members. 

Continuing, STACHEL commented that greater effort 
should be made to insure that "Political Affairs" and 
"The Worker" are being read and not merely subscribed to. 
He said that with regard to the $25,000 fund drive being 
planned, New York will have to raise $10,000, adding that 
"our deficit" is about $100,000. STACHEL recommended 
that "affairs" should be organized in connection with 
this fund-raising program. 

With regard to recruitment, STACHEL 'seM that a 
party which does not recruit is actually not a £>arty -and 
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"we" should emphasize recruiting on a selective basis. 
He singled out Harlem as toeing a place where the Party is weak. 
With regard to nationality groups in New York, STACHEL 
indicated that outside of .Jewish groups, he did not think 
that there were more than 100 people in the Party. He 
said chat in Detroit, the 75 members in the national group 
club take more "Workers" than any other group in the Party 
and raise a. considerable amount of money for "The Worker" 
fund drive. 

PHIL BART commented that there have been many 
requests for registration blanks and he suggested that 
a uniform registration blank be prepared that could be 
adjusted for area, district or club. Pie said that this 
would be the first uniform national registration of the 
Party in five years. 

LOUIS WEINSTOCK commented that there needs to be 
a systematic planning with regard to recruiting and building 
the Party press, as well as a checkup on carrying out these 
obligations. He cited the fact that since he has been in the 
management of "The Worker" he has never been called upon by 
the national or district leadership to give an accounting 
of his efforts to build the Party press. He noted that 
many districts, including New York, do not have a press 
director in order to follow the building of the press work. 
He said that as a result, the counties and clubs do not have 
press directors. 

■ ^ With regards to the fund drive, WEINSTOCK charged 
that the districts are not supporting the paper to cover 
the minimum expense of $750. OQ per week. He claimed that 
he and others, as a result, had to personally go out and get 
$5,000 from individuals to run the paper. He said that this 
money was raised from people in New York but since it was 
obtained on a personal basis, it could not be credited to the 
New York District. He charged that in Chicago they do not 
pay 5fo of the paper's bills. WEINSTOCK recommended that they 
should start the sub drive and quotas be set on a 10$ basis. 
He noted that New York had gotten 5,000 signatures in the 
recent election petitions and felt that a follow-up on this 
could easily produce the 10$ quota for new subscriptions. 
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r™ m ^, mNCESQfiB011 said that she agreed with 
WEINSTOCK's appraisal that there was a real gap between 
the leadership and the membership in the Party. She 
cited as an example an industrial club consisting of nine 
members which she said had been meeting for years without 
* a of member ship. She said, however, that she had 
attended one of their meetings and found out that for two 

ye H\54 s , club had not had a real Political discussion". She 
said that in Philadelphia some gains have been made in 
reactivating clubs but most of this work is done either by 
TOM (NABRJED ?) or herself. She said that their problem 
is to enlist others to participate in leadership. She 
complained that many Party people will not support functions 
that are given in the name of the Party and that almost 50$ 
2 f u su PP ort fche y S et is from non-Party people. She said 
wiat there has been a "drying up" of former sources of funds, 
however she felt that funds are available if they could only 
enl3st people to go out and get it. She felt that the $750.00 
rund drive quota was not too much and could be obtained if 
they had the personnel. She said that the club chairmen are 
new and inexperienced and are unable to raise any sizeable 
amounts of money. She said that "they" have started leadership 
classes at all levels and that this is being done despite the 
fact that they have no educational director. She felt also 
that there was a lack of material especially at the club level 
for these classes and wanted the national (office) to furnish 
material. She concluded by commenting that her district would 
reach the 10$ increase in registration by the end of the year. 

LOU MOROZE said that New, Jersey had so many 
organizational problems that they never get down to the 
theoretical questions. He felt however that the 10$ quota 
increase in registration as well as the $750.00 quota regarding 
"The Worker" fund drive would be met. 

BILL ALBERTSON stated that since November and 
December is to be tied up with registering membership and 
other matters it would be better to start the circulation 
campaign the first of the year. 
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He said that with regard to the McCarran Act 
and membership eases, the Party should concern itself with 
the ideological preparation of the membership so that the 
membership of the Party will not sustain a "new shock" should 
it come. He said efforts should be made to develop an 
atmosphere in which the Supreme Court may make a favorable 
decision. 

ALBERTSON, in commenting on the 1G$ Increase in 
membership, felt that this figure could be realized, adding 
that 200 would be 10$. He said "we" conducted our registration 
two years ago and the registration totalled 2,010. He said that 
he knew that there we*?e losses in the Party since the '58 
registration in some places. He also noted that the '58 
registration was a drop of some 350 from the »57 registration. 

ALBERTSON said that the Party has to change its 
technique from leadership by "exhortation" and that leading 
comrades should meet regularly with club members. He said 
that leaflets are sent out to the counties and the clubs but 
that the Party does not know how many comrades take the leaflets 
or what they do with them, adding that the. Party as a result 
was making decisions based on a lack of knowledge and wishful 
thinking on our whole Party-building approach. 

FLO HALL stated that in her district "we" are 
preparing a midwest conference on the press. She said that 
they are making efforts to see that there is a press director 
in each club. She said that with regard to clubs that are 
not functioning well, they ape being combined and rearranged. 
She said "we" are doing away with sections. 

HY LUMER next commented on the Party's' educational 
work. He said the educational commission has decided to 
reissue "Party Affairs". He said the first issue will be out 
in approximately six weeks and that it will be published 
quarterly or bi-monthly. "Party Affairs" will deal with 
organizational problems and experiences and the objective is 
to reach the clubs and provide material for their use* 



HOCimml 
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He said that last summer "we" had success with 
schools In which "we" taught the basic elements of 
Marxism and in our educational report "we" urged district 
organizations to organize more schools on this level. He 
said that it was also recommended that a course he set up 
on the level of section leaders. He said that they want 
to place emphasis on organizational work of this type in 
schools and feel that as a result will find answers to 
many of the problems. 

PHIL BART was of the opinion that what was 
necessary in the Party was an ideological campaign. He i 
said that with regard to the concentration policy of the j 
Party, it may be necessary to center our concentration S 
where we have no members, in which case the Party will have 
to take some of its best forces and put them in there. He 
said this policy of concentration must be adopted in its 
broadest sense and applied to the working class in many 
fields. The concentration must be organized for two reasons: 
(1) to bring the leadership closer to the club and (2) to 
release the energies and forces of our Party. BART said that 
if the Party is to go into the communities and do work, they 
must go and organize there. He said the problem is to turn 
the direction of the whole Party to a working class character 
adding that this cannot be done by separating the industrial 
workers into their own clubs. BART felt that many of the 
industrial clubs have no reason for existence and are actually 
obstructions to carrying out Party policy. 

IRVING POTASH commented that the primary objective 
to reorganization is to create and strengthen the club*. as the 
basic organization wherein the individual comrade 
and the ' organized group will be directed into a closer 
relationship, individually and in an organizational form with 
non-Party people, in order to exert Influence. 
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Informant advised that PRANCES GABOW spoke 
again concerning the Philadelphia District but utilized 
the added security of the blackboard and this information 
was not available to the informant. 

FLO HALL spoke next and said that it was their 
opinion that the larger clubs function better. She said 
that it was agreed that each club would have a co-chairman 
and are planning to have one person in each club taking care 
of literature. She said that the biggest problem is education. 
She also commented that it had been proposed to have five, six 
or possibly seven people work with the educational director 
who in turn will, work with a group of clubs. She said that 
the Party needs to devote more time to the Industrial Division 
and agreed that there had been differences of opinion regarding 
the Industrial Division. She said that "we" have a trade union 
commission that has not been functioning and she believes that 
it should and will function in the future. Informant noted 
that FLO HALL utilized the security of the blackboard 
considerably during the course of her remarks and as a result 
this information was not available to informant. 

Meeting adjourned.

Our object is to revitalize our work in the rural and farm areas ~- 
to strengthen our ties with farmers and farm workers. Therefore, 
every district is being asked to help ensure the success of this 
conference by making certain that it is represented directly, if 
possible, or by arrangement with another district where necessary. 

Purpose : To bring together key people actively engaged in farm work 
or in trying to develop fanner-labor unity so that we can discuss 
important current trends in agriculture and begin to shape a common 
policy.

I fully appreciate the hell-uva problem you had about the drought in your 
area. On our vacation recently we drove as far as South Dakota and had a good 
chance to .see the parched country throughout the Dakotas . Unfortunately we were 
unable to travel any further. Otherwise we would have visited you in Montana. 
As a matter of fact we would like some material. If you don't have the chance 
to write it, then it would be good if you sent clippings about the drought di- 
rectly to The Worker. Address it to: Erik Bert, c/o The Worker, 23 West 26th 
St., 5.Y.C. 

How about questions of the national organization and the attempt to build 
a branch in your area* As you indicate, it is impossible to give an adtCLuate 
anser in a letter. But I will try to do so. 

Insofar as red-baiting in the branch is concerned, we have to unfortunately 
expect this to take place. It has taken place in many branches in other cities 
and it seems to me the problem is not one of forming a second one which may be 
more sympathetic to us. First, you may find that it is not recognized nationally. 
Second, it may clash with the other one which may be recognized nationally and 
you will have a new conflict. I am just raising these problems so that you 
comrades who are right on the spot and are aware of them will take that into 
consideration* 

#rom our experience it is necessary to develop specific activities, either 
by others and we join in, sometimes initiated by us and accepted by others. Many 
times it is necessary to realize that if someone is known as a "red" the introduc- 
tion of proposals by such a person my make it more difficult, because wen those 
who would go along with the idea may hesitate feeling that they will be charged 
with being "red" and they are not ready to do so. 

Therefore, once again I would urge that you comrades discuss how to work 
patiently with some people who may even disagree with us sharply and together 
with them and if possible, through them, to help create a more progressive outlook. 
This may have to be done on one issue at first and not even on the thing that we 
would think most important but ok an issue which these people would consider follow- 
ing a discussion and an exchange of opinion as most essential insofar as they are 
concerned. Because, comrades, building of united front activity is not easy. It 
requires; 1) a correct lifcne and correct approach; 2) issues of most concern to 
the people involved; 3) patience - the ability to argue out with those who oppose 
us but who basically have a common interest; in other words, trying to find common 
agreement on a minimum question. 

I would urge you comrades to read over once again the report of Comrade Bkll 
to the ffatiooal Convention, which I am sure you have, as well as the resolution 
of the Convention. In case you don't have enough copies, please let me know. 

Thanks very much for sending in the June control. I don't think it is 
necessairy f 0 r you to contact each person since the distances are so great. 

Please keep in touch with us and let us know about these developments. 
I will send you a copy of the article which contains "A Cup of Coffee, Please."

Our Party did not have a national registration for a number of years* 
Some districto have conducted independent registration© at different 
periods and consequently we do not have a uniform figure- for the whole 
organization* The Org* Buro proposes a 1961 national registration* In 
its opinion such registration and Party consolidation will serve as a 
means of strengthening and consolidating the Party clubs and help increase 
our membership .in accordance with the objectives set by the National Con- 
vention* It will also give uo a specific knowledge at the opening of the 
New Year of the actual membership of the Party as well as other material 
that is valuable in our mass work* 

The National Org. Buro at its recent meeting discussed registration 
for 196l and Party consolidation. It has made the following proposals 
which it calls on the districts to consider: 

1. That we utilize the month of October to prepare for the 1961 
registration, setting up the apparatus in every district* organizing 
discussions and making plans for it. 

. 2. That in the months of November and December, starting immedi- 
ately after the national elections, registration shall be started in 
the Party ^ 

3. That the National Org* Buro get out material for that purpose 
as a guide and. that each district mimeograph their own. • 

h+ That this two-month period shall be devoted to Party consolida- 
tion and Party building* There shall be discussions of the National 
Convention resolution on Party organization which appears in March i960 
Political Affairs * . 

5* While there has been an increase in recruiting for the first 
6 months of i960 as compared to 1959> this increase is very small and 
affects only a few districts. At the National Convention, it was pro- 
posed that we end i960 with a 10$ increase in membership and that each 
district set its objectives in accordance with such an increase . We 
therefore propose that the period of Party consolidation and 'Party 
building be utilized to register all members, to attract many who were 
not registered in the last couple of years and to recruit new members 
into our Party, the objective being that each district close the year 
with a total membership 10$ more than the previous year. 

6. On the East Coast a meeting of the Org. Conference is planned 
for mid -October. We propose that similar meetings be planned in other 
districts.

ALBBRTSONj WILLIAM 

ALBERTSON represents the New York District on the 
NC. In addition , he holds the position of Organisational Secretary 
of the New York District. 

He is a leader of the Communist Party (CP) youth 
movement in the district , and as such has been active in lining 
up New York CP youths to attend a leadership training school in 
New York, which began in late August 3 I960* ALBERTSON has been a 
principal in the factional dispute in the New York District, 
the details of which are outlined. 

APT HEKER , HERBERT 

APTHEKER is an at large member of the NC, who has 
been favorably mentioned as an editor of "Mainstream" to 
succeed CHARLES HUMBOLDT. APTHEKER continued to be editor 
of "Political Affairs " and delivers addresses on CP matters to 
clubs on the local level. 
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AUERBACHj S0L0MAN 

AUERBACH is an at large member of the NC and is 
comftionly known as JAMES ALLEN. He is apparently still engaged 
in & writing project at his residence for the CP^ USA. 

BART j PH ILIP 

BART is an at large member of the NC and continue^ 
ta hold the title of National Organization Secretary, 

BART went to Philadelphia in September for the 
purpose of teaching a three day CP school. This school was 
scheduled to be 25 hours in length, having two sessions a day. 

BERd?, ERIK 

BERT is an at large member of the NC and continued 
ta be active in the operation of :: The Worker, s 

BERT attended a CP election conference in July, I960, 
and was in attendance at sessions of enlarged meetings of the 
NEC held 8/6-8/60. 

BLAIR, FRED 

BLAIR represents the Wisconsin District aa the NC. 
He is Chairman of the CP of Wisconsin and operates Mary's 
Book Shop in Milwaukee. BLAIR has aligned himself factionally 
with GUS HALL and continues to associate himself with HALL, 
"\e "has expressed displeasure with Party members lack of 
action and has indicated that no one in the Party wants to 
cake responsibility. 

BLAIR continues, to be interested in Negro matters 
and in speaking on the status of the colored races stated that 
"the white man is finished in all capitalistic countries. K 
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BLUM, EMANUEL 

BLUM represents the Indiana District oh the NO, 
and is Chairman of the Indiana Party. 

It has been reported that during the latter part of 
May., I960; -BLAIR said that the expected attack against him had 
not materialised at the May meeting of the mid-west meeting 
of NC members held in Chicago. BLUM had expected that certain 
NC members would* 3 criticise him for his poor showing on dues, 
donations and subscriptions to "The Worker n for the Indiana 
District. 

BUHNHAMj LOUIS 

BURNHAM, who had been elected to the NC at the 17th 
CP r USA National Convention under the name P. FRAZIER, suffered 
a heart, attack and died on 2/12/60. 

CHAKA, EDWARD 

CHAKA represents the Ohio District on the NC, and is 
a member of the State Board of the Ohio CP. 

In July, I960, HYMAN LUMER met with CHAKA and otter 
CP leaders in Cleveland, Ohio, for the purpose of discussing 
points of concentration for the Ohio CP. One of the points 
noted;, was the Party T s interest in contacting people who have 
some connection with colleges. 

CHA SE j HO MER 

CHASE represents the New England District on the NC, 
and continues to be employed on a full-time basis as the 
District Organizer . of the CP^ USA, New England District. 
CHASE maintains a permanent residence at Washington Village, 
Washington., New Hampshire. 
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In June, I960, CHASE Indicated that he intended to make 
a trip to Havana, Cuba., some time during July, i960. CHASE 
believed that he could influence CP personalities in Cuba to take 
a strong stand against the US policies towards Cuba and encourage 
then* to plan an open welcome for KHRUSHCHEV in the name of the CP 
in Cuba. 

" Another source in August, I960, advised that CHASE 
had not gone to Cuba because he lacked the necessary funds. This 
source advised that CHASE indicated that should this visit 
materialize, he intends to stay in Cuba for at least one week 
and believes his knowledge of Spanish will enable him to '".penetrate 
the Cuban CP" and get first-hand understanding of *vhat the real 
situation is in Cuba. CHASE has indicated that upon his return, 
he would plan open air meetings and tours of the working 
class sections to advise the people regarding his findings. 

CH ILDS, MORRIS 

CHILDS represents the Missouri-Kansas District on the 
NC. He was elected to the NC at the 17th National Convention 
under the name C. MARTIN. 

CHILDS continues to be in poor health suffering from 
chronic colds and " backaches . 

During August, i960, CHILDS returned to the US from a 
trip to Russia and later was reported to have given a special 
report to the NC on the CPSU and the CP of China concerning the 
ideological dispute. 

COLON, JESUS 

COLON is an at large member of the NC. 

Recently COLON made a trip to Cuba. Upon his return 
on 9/3/bO, he stated that he was allowed to travel through 
Cuba without restrictions and that he had spoken to FIDEL CASTRO, 
RAOUL CASTRO and GUEVARA on several occasions. COLON indicated 
they were very friendly discussions. 
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CRENOVICH, MICHAEL A ARON 

CRENOVICH is an at xlarge member of the NC representing 
the New York District. 

He has attended New York District Board meetings.- It 
has been noted that he is one of a group of NC members who .have 
not been invited to enlarged NEC meetings. 

DAVIS, BENJAM IN J. JR. 

DAVIS is an at large member of the NC and holds the 
position of CP, USA National Secretary and Chairman of the CP, 
USA National Negro Commission. In July, I960, DAVIS went to 
the Republican Convention in Chicago with the stated purpose 
of mingling with the delegates and contacting those delegates, 
he; Iqiew personally. 

DAVIS attended the NEC meeting held in August, I960, 
att which he gave a report on- electoral, developments. 

DAVIS, SAMUEL KRASS 

DAVIS represents the Minnesota-Dakota District on the 
NC, and is the Secretary of that district. As secretary of the 
district, he continues in absolute control of the district 
apparatus . 

During August, I960, DAVIS was quite active in the 
promotion of the annual FOPC picnic, a major fund raising 
event held 8/14/60, near Hastings, Minnesota. Concerning this 
picnic, ";SAVIS' 1 somewhat open advertisement of the picnic 
cfaused ij&Iavision \ and press coverage of the event. Many of 
the CP members and sympathisers present were extremely 
irritated because of the press and television coverage and 
much of the afternoon was spent by those present dodging 
photographers. Many of the irritated participants of the 
picnic blamed DAVIS for the press coverage in ensuing 
bad publicity for the CP. 
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Most of DAVIS 1 recent activity has centered around the 
ever present problem of CP finances and discussions of the 
national and local campaigns. Concerning the financial plight 
of the Parity, it was decided during August, I960, that only 
DAVIS would he continued as a full-time paid functionary 
and that CLARENCE SHARP, Chairman of the CP, Minnesota-Dakota 
District, would not he further subsidised by the CP* 

Concerning, the national and local election campaigns, 
DAVIS has apparently abandonned his idea to run for a state 
legislative office on the CP ticket, thereby yielding * to- the 
opinions of other Board members. 

DENNIS, EUGENE 

DENNIS is an at large member of the NC and holds 
the position of Chairman of the CP, USA. 

DENNIS is suffering from inoperable cancer. His 
condition is becoming rapidly worse, requiring shots of 
morphine and demP.ral to relieve his pain. He will soon be 
readmitted to the hospital. 

DENNIS, THOMAS DE WITT, JR . 

DENNIS is a member of the NC representing the Michigan 
District. In addition, he was elected Secretary of the Michigan 
District. 

During August, i960, local CP leaders were reported 
to have complained because the National Office has failed to 
resolve the problem of lack of leadership existing in the 
Michigan District due to DENNIS 1 reported refusal to work 
full-time for the CP "because of huswife's objections. 
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DOBBS, BEN 

DOBBS represents the Southern California District 
of the CP on the NC, and holds the position of Executive 
Secretary of that district, 

DOBBS continues -to be the n leg man 11 for DOROTHY HEALEY, 
Chairman of the District* DOBBS continues to evidence , concern 
over the rise of the Negro comrades in the Party and continually 
worries about the security of his own position, 

FLYNN, ELIZABETH GURLEY

• The letter pointed out that; Chase had puMioly 
opposed the CP election policy in a leaflet, and in a 
letter to the "National Guardian" of October 17, i960, 
calling for boycott of the presidential elections. It 
was further noted that Chase had shown political 
Irresponsibility by sending, without consultation, 
a telegram of greeting to Khrushchev in the name of 
the New England District. At the meeting on October 
16, I960, Chase defended his action and attacked the 
National Committee, saying that those who had issued 
the letter to the District were either agents of 
imperialism, under the influence of such agents and 
under the influence of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
(FBI) . The District Committee, thereupon, voted eight to 
five to remove Chase as Executive Secretary of the 
District, endorse the Secretariat's letter and reject 
the characterization of the national leadership It 
voted unanimously to call a special district convention 
to elect new leadership. 

This action failed to carry because of the 
requirement of the CP Constitution for a two-thirds 
vote for removal. The Secretariat takes the position 
that one with such views cannot remain as leader. The 
Secretariat voted unanimously to suscend Chase as 
leader in the District pending submission of his 
case to the National Committee meeting beginning-

Most of the comrades here, except PHIL 
(BART?) participated as teachers at the school, but, 
nevertheless, "I" would like to summarize the school. 
It was the first national school in many years and based 
upon the appraisal and views, particularly of the students, 
it was a very successful school. The students on the last 
day were enthused both as individuals and group estimates 
and a resolution circulated expressed this enthusiasm 
for the school. 

They expressed their thanks to the teachers and 
to the national committee. In addition to the theory 
which they received, the students benefited by the nature 
of such schools , such as the collective work, criticism 
and discipline. Now we had no problems of discipline.

general overall approach, was the relationship which 

exists between the individual and the Party* We 

also took up critical stages in the lives of young 

people, such as marriage, jobs, and the like and this 

had a very good affect* It was slanted here and there b6 

because of certain instabilities of some of the b7c 

students. In fact, one of fcha nnmraflfts .from Baltimore 

(possibly referring to| |said that he 

never thought about marriage aronougn ne is approximately 
26 years of age. He said he works 3n a shop and takes 
courses in school. 

When the school was formed, it was $67 j which 
allowed $32 for tuition and books. We gave each a 
package of books, which were available to us, mainly 
in an effort to stimulate further study. In regard 
to security, we paid attention to that and the place 
that we had was useful in that it was not very 
costly. While we did take certain measures to insure 
security, we could not do much more than check on 
the records. "I" gave them a test in order that "I" 
could get some written answers, so "I" could check 
up on them, "I" also went through all their notebooks. 
"I" was particularly careful with regard to people 
we did not know so well. 

There were 13 students, five from NY, 
three from Philadelphia, two from Illinois, one from 
Detroit, one from Ohio, and one from Maryland. There 
were four Negroes. The ages ranged from 19-26. 
There were just two about 26, one from NY and one 
from out of town. The average age was 22 or 23 years. 
Among them there were six students still in school, 
either college or post graduate work. Seven worked 
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for wages and of the seven , one was an industrial 

worker and the others white collar workers* Of the 

13 * 8 had parents who were or are at present in the movement, 

There were two types of students , those 
with . theoretical training and .those with no. theoretical 
training," The latter required more attention . The 
students, for the most part were conscientious, Sonie 
did not work hard enough, this was true of NY, two 
of them from NY and one from Detroit, Some took 
on additional assignments, such as in the case of 
MARVIN (MARKMAN? ) . Then too, some stayed up too 
late at night. 



The teaching was very good, "I" think 

(PH) criticised the teaching. The students liked the 
conferences best. They thought the group discussions 
lacked something* My own opinion is that group discussion 
is no substitute for the conference* The comrades thought 
there was not enough recreation* particularly in view 
of the heavy curriculum. They also though there 
was not enough time for youth work. It might have 
been that ncfc all the students were prepared for a 
national school. All the students lacked a basic 
knowledge of political economy and, therefore, were 
not able to grasp things deeply enough. 

One comrade in reporting on democratic 
centralism, gave as an illustration the American 
Government. Now that could arise only from common 
bourgeoisie ideology and a lack of knowledge of the 
state. A second case was o ne student. ±hosn e from 
Ohio (possibly referring tp | \ stated 

that he was a better listener than a participates 1 
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discovered from some of his answers that something 
was wrong* He believed that the Catholic church was 
based on democratic centralism. When we argued, he 
stated, well, that was his opinion, "I" had a 
session with him and tried to find out what was the 
matter 'since he indicated some weakness on the 
question of the church* n i" told him that he had 
an agnostic point of view and he replied "I am an 
agnositc. 11 He said that you could not prove or disprove 
the existence of God, Then he indicated that he had 
done some studying in philosophy and said that he believed 
that all we can know about the, '.world is what our 
senses give us. 

".I" asked him why he did not raise that 
when BY (LUMER? ) was dealing with the question ard 
he did not give my a satisfactory answer. Then "I" 
went in further with regard to the /idea of God and 
he said, well maybe ADAM and EVE were once vicious, 
in other words, you could interpret the bible not 
literally, and you know the argument on that score. 
"I" went further and inquired from HY (LUMER) and 
GUS (HALL) as to what they knew about him, because 
here was a lad whose parents were in the movement 
or had been in the movement and also from a nationality 
which is very good on the question of God, the 
Czechs. "1" gave him a few books to read and he told 
me he was very pleased with the course and when he 
came back to his home town said he had learned very 
much* He said he had stimulated discussion but* that 
he did not tell KRCH (ANTON KRCHMAREK) what the 
discussion was about. 
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Now he indicated to me that he had "been 
sent into the church to work there by the Party 
organization KRCHMAREK informed him further that 
the priest of his local parish, and its a working 
class parish, had proposed to him that he study for 
the ministry and his parents opposed it. Now there; 
are two conclusions, one, that if we send young 
people into the church, we have got to be mighty 
careful because the church today is not merely an 
institute of religion, it is also a social institution. 
Secondly, and most important, it indicates that we 
cannot take anything for granted with regard to our 
young people. 

The last point is in regard to our young 
people and "I" must say that they do not know the 
history of the Party, the history of the American 
working class movement. "I" think the experience 
with the school has been a good one and points up 
the following" 

1) It is necessary in every course to 
give policical economy and the state. 

2) Teach deeply, take nothing for 
granted and engage in discussion. 

3) Considering the short periods of 
classes, it is necessary to avoid omnibus courses 
anl, therefore, we must limit our subject matter 
according to the period of them. 

Now some proposals we have. As you comrades 
know, a national school is' scheduled fcr:the end 
of November. The other day, "I" went over this 
matter with PHIL (BART) and GUS (HAIL) . We discussed 
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the cost of the proposition. We came to the 
conclusion that if we had 15 students and if we paid 
subsidy to the - students 9 railroad fate, if the West 
Coast is included, maintenance and the like, the 
school would run in the neighborhood of f 4,000, which 
is a prohibitive figure . We, therefore, decided the 
following tentatively. That we would have to have a ' 
figure of 10 students . Secondly, the districts would 
have to cover their subsidies and we would cover the 
housing, railroad fare, but the districts would have 
to pay $100 per student ♦ 

PHIL BART interrupted to comment that the 
national (office) would supply $2 for every $1 the 
district supplied . 

WEINSTONE continued that it was now necessary 
for the Party to work on getting students . He said 
that all the districts had been informed and added 
that on the list, GUS (HALL) took exception to three 
of them. The informant added that at this point, 
WEINSTONE continuously utilised the added security 
of the blackboard when he was designating the identities 
of the people to be considered for the schools. 
He recommended that the matter should be left to a 
school committee. 

WEINSTONE said that it had been agreed that 
the West Coast would have two separate nine day schools, 
one in Los Angeles and the other in San Francisco, 
(no dates mentioned) . 

WEINSTONE also felt that in order. to get 
the school program underway, articles should be written 
in "Political Affairs" and "Party Affairs." He said 
consideration should also be given as to whether they 
could have a "touring" teacher to go out to New Jersey, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore and the like, adding that the 
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problem of getting the proper person is greater than 
the money problem. 

Remarks of an individual believed to 
be JIM ALLEN 



ALLEN commented that there is not the same 
devotion among youth today as there had been in the 
past. He also felt that there was a need for more 
recreational and social life in order to stimulate 
the students. 

Remarks of BETTY GA NNETT 

Tte youth today do not know much about the 
Party and the Party must find a way to teach *;our role 
to the students and their relationship to the working 
class. She said that the young people today have do&e 
much more reading than the youth in the past, however, 
she believed that they know less. She also said that 
another problem was the conditio^ * cf the CP in the 
past four years, adding that a small CP is a real 
problem. GANNETT indicated that as a teacher, she 
was shocked ut the students 1 ignorance concerning 
the concepts of democracy .and fascism. She said that 
the youth who had undergone three previous CP schools 
had a warmer and more enthusiastic response and, therefore, 
the Party had dissipated scepticism in these youths 
at least. 

She also expressed the opinion that the Party 
should stress and develop CP ethics arfl morals for the 
young people. "We 11 must make this a positive side of 
our question in determining the curriculum for 
youth. 

Remarks of HY LUMER 

One conclusion I have reached is that the 
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whole membership could profit from a parlimentary 
review, LUMER, in referring to the past, said that 
they have te, d people in schools with no previous training, 
as well as national committee members, do that this problem 
should not he over looked.. It also should not become 
the basis on which we organize our programs of training. 

Now the problem of group discussion is that 
the questions come up at the end of each day and the 
students are tired out. He recommended that following 
supper and a recreational period, group discussions would 
take place which, he felt, would be more fruitful. With 
regard to the temper of the students, "i" agree that it 
is different. The whole temper of the CP is different 
today and the same zeal and devotion is not evident 
among the membership. Today things must be proved 
which they did not insist upon in the past. This 
is something that we should bear in mind in our 
teaching, namely that we should take nothing for granted. 
"I" am not so startled at their agnosticism as some 
are. You must remember that you are dealing with 
colfege students and the basis for objective 
idealism is in mathemrtics and physics. 

The discussion concluded with WEINSTONE 
commenting that there will be a charge of $100 per 
student regardless of where in the country they come 
from.

A source who has furnished reliable information in 
the past advised on October 28, i960, that PHILIP BART, a 
member of the National Committee,, Cojnmunist Party, USA (CPUSA), 
announced at a meeting of the North"" Shore Section, CPUSA, 
New England District, held on October 27, i960, at Lynn, 
Massachusetts, that HOMER BATES CHASE, District Organizer, 
had been suspended from all leadership in the District pending 
a review of his case by the National Committee, December 16, 
i960. The source said that BART had in his possession a state- 
ment by the National Secretariat, CPUSA, reflecting that such 
action had .been taken by the Secretariat because of CHASE 1 s 
conduct against the national leadership, including his present, 
persistent advocation of a boycott of the presidential election 
in opposition to the national policy in such matter. According 
to BART, CHASE has been paid up to October 22, i960, and 
hi 3 suspension would be without pay. 

The source advised that a motion in support of the 
National Secretariat's action in suspending CHASE passed by a 
sev§n to three vote, with one abstention* 

A motion recommending that $he District Committee 
approve payment of six weeks 1 pay in the form of severance 
pay, plus two weeks' vacation pay, received the favorable 
v#tes of all in attendance with the exception of one abstention. 

The source stated that BART expressed his intention of 
staying in the District for Approximately a week for the purppse 
of contacting additional members of the New England District 
relative to the National, Secretariat's action against CHASE, 
•and also to arrange as early as possible the holding of a 
District Convention for the election of a new leadership for 
the New England District.

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CLARENCE HATHAWAY opened' the dlscus.sion and 
commented regarding the problems with the New York State 
leadership. He said that these problems should be brought 
to the attention of the national leadership in order to 
achieve unity and the correct political line. He said this 
can... not be solved by the state staff and the state board 
as is claimed by some of the state leadership because the 
problems that exist are not normal differences but are based 
on factionalism. He said that MILT ROSEN argued that the 
New York State leadership has not been following the line 
of the 17th Convention. However, the central line of the 
convention was the development of united front work. Unity 
behind the policy and leadership of the National Committee 
is the only basis on which the problems of the New York 
District can be solved. 

MILT ROSEN based his attack on the on the state 
leadership on "main-streamism" and n rootism". This is not 
true. A broader united front approach has always been 
stressed. 

"I" have more continuous experience in mass work 
and in united front work than other comrades in the national 
leadership, and "I" never differentiated between my role 
as a party person and activities in the broadest kind of 
united front work, such as in trade unions, farmer- labor 
work, and in the peace movements. The object of united 
front work is to reach people and set them in motion. 
BEN DAVIS was incorrect in minimizing the differences in 
state leadership regarding mass policy. DAVIS argues that 
although the Party has done good work in such activities as 
the youth march, there has not been sufficient party building. 
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If Party activities, such as leaflets and meetings 
as well as united front work in youth, Sane, the Insurgents, 
and trade unions, does not result in party building, it is 
not the policy that is wrong, but the fact that the Party 
does not follow through on its associations with people in 
order to win their confidence and to prove to them that 
the Party has the answer. 

The Party is too much inclined toward one-shot 
action. The Party must distinguish between its open role 
and^its vanguard role. The fact that the Party puts out 
leaflets and holds meetings is not a manifestation of its 
vanguard role. The vanguard role requires sustained and 
continuous work wherein we convince the worker that the 
Party is entitled to recognition as a vanguard force, a 
force that the workers can look to for leadership and 
guidance in their struggle. The Party must win workers 
and develop them politically in order that they understand 
what the struggle is about. 

Recruiting can not be accomplished by street- 
corner meetings or by leaflets. The Party will win workers 
i.or membership when the Party works with them, gets to 
know them, and develops their confidence. This requires 
a building process and not just an agitational and propa- 
ganda process. 

Factionalism has been centered in Manhattan County 
and in industry. It has been continuously slandering and 
undermining both the district and the national leadership. 
Factionalism has not been carried into Brooklyn, Queens 
or Nassau Counties. 
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HATHAWAY stated that factionalism has created 
a sweeping contemptuous attitude toward the whole 
national leadership. This attitude was displayed on 
every issue that arose including the election statement, 
peace resolution and the organizational structure proposals. 
He said that it is necessary to make clear that "this 
leadership here" is united in every aspect and BEH> (DAVIS) 
can play an important role at this time by removing the 
idea that "they" are standing on a platform that he (DAVIS) 
tolerates. 

HATHAWAY commented that he personally had no 
desire to undermine or destroy anyone, however, "they" must 
recognize the errors of their ways and the destructive 
effects their activity has had on the Party. This group 
(Secretariat?) must make clear that "they" have to first 
realize that there is a national leadership in the Party and 
that this leadership alone is responsible in determining 
the line of the Party, and everyone is under obligation to 
submit themselves to the line of the Party. HATHAWAY con- 
cluded by commenting that there must be a united and non- 
factional leadership set up in the New York District which 
will follow the line of the Party. 

Informant advised that WILL WEINSTONE then asked 
HATHAWAY why he was unable to get things done on "certain 
movements". HATHAWAY admitted that something basically was 
wrong, and further that there was no central leadership of 
forces and that there is a looseness in organisation which 
must be overcome. HATHAWAY commented further that he wanted 
to differentiate between BILL (ALBERTSON?) , BETTY (GANNETT?) , 
and JIM (TORMEY?) as compared to the "other comrades" 
because the former have continually fought for the line of 
the Party as distinct from the "other comrades" who 
have not. 
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JACK STACHEL next commented that no one can deny 
that since the 17th National Convention the national 
Committee has tried to strengthen the Party and develop 
its mass work. He said that (ARNOLD) JOHNSON is an associate 
member and not a full member of the factional group, but 
nevertheless JOHNSON must accept responsibility. He said 
the most important thing is to solve the internal situation 
in New York and felt that the New York membership would 
support the line of the National Committee once that line 
is made clear. STACHEL pointed out that many members of 
the State Committee were not aware that a factional situa- 
tion escisted.. STACHEL said that at a recent State Com- 
mittee meeting he told everyone that they have to be as one 
with the leadership like (CLARENCE) HATHAWAY is, otherwise 
Jul & ^ft not be a Consist Party. STACHEL maintained 
that differences of opinion must be solved before it is 
possible to carry out mass work. He said the line of the 
Party must be agreed upon and this line must be carried 
ouc even if it is necessary to remove everyone. 

STACHEL speculated that if GUS (HALL) would go 
into a Stat ei Committee meeting and fight for the line of 
che Party, he would receive at least 80% support of that 
State Committee. STACHEL further remarked that in order 
to convince the Party that we are not just adopting resolu- 
tions but rather that we mean business, the Party should 
concentrate its work in the Negro, youth and Puerto Rican 
tieids and should assign a comrade to each of these fields 
on a full time basis in order to lead and build it. 

mttt /pn<^ LU ^\? ai l that he wante4 to s P eak concerning 
S^fif) and that he wanted to agree with wXLL's 
(WEINSTQNE)statement, adding that in his opinion MILT (ROSEN) 
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has had a wrong political line. LUMER said that this has 
been a longstanding problem and the incorrectness of this 
line is demonstrated by the articles written by MILT 
(ROSEN) in "Political Affairs 5 '. 

LUMER said that the essence of MILT's (ROSEN) 
remarks at various meetings and discussions indicates 
that the role of the Party is an agitational and propa- 
ganda role. "This line" is the basis of his work and 
activity in the Industrial Division. I think it is clear 
that MILT (ROSEN) considers that the Party leadership is 
J^Xi^oJ althou Sh he has not said it in so many words. 
He (ROSEN?) said at a staff meeting that those who were 
for liquidation of the Party now had the highest standing, 
itfhen a comrade holds such views concerning the national 
leadership, this is an expression of strong differences with 
the national leadership. Relative to the peace question, 

I' seriously question whether MILT (ROSEN) accepts the 
Party line. -It should be sharply stated that MILT (ROSEN) 
has to change his line and {! I !! am not ready to give up on 
him by any means. * 

• u <. ™™ Coi 3 tinuins LUMER '^narked that it was his opinion 
chat ARNOLD (JOHNSON) on a number of occasions did not 

plug 5 for the Party line but knowingly defended faction- 
alism. LUMER concluded by stating that he agreed with the 
general character of the criticism VJEINSTONE expressed con- 
cerning the other comrades. 

fl PHIL BART said that all factionalism must be cut 

Vout and that the line of the Party must be accepted by every 
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GUS HALL remarked that generally the Party is 
healthy and has shown progress, in the last six months, but 
in the New York District opposition has emerged and this 
can not be tolerated. HALL said that a comrade can not be 
anti-leadership and not be anti-Party also as they are one 
and must be one in a Communist Party. HALL remarked that 
when the national leadership projects a policy then the 
district leadership must implement it, and any other action 
is opposition. He said there is a political situation in 
New York and "we" must deal with it, "the opposition must 
be removed one way or another", 

HALL then made the following proposals: 

1. A small committee should be set up to investi- 
gate what happened in the Manhattan Clubs and in the Industrial 
section, (HALL indicated that he considered these to be the 
cente* of the opposition.) 

2. Some comrades in the New York District have 
to be removed and when "we" decide who is to go, we will 
ask them to remove themselves, and if they do not, then 
"we" will take action. 

3. He recommended that the State Committee meet- 
ing on this question should be held after the elections, 
and that the next State Committee meeting should be devoted 
to the elections. 

4. There should be further reflection concerning 
this situation, but the comrades should know that "we" are 
through playing around. 
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CLARENCE HATHAWAY . then commented that the next 
State Committee meeting would be confined to the elections 
and that the New York situation would be discussed as 
stated by GUS at a later date. 

BEN DAVIS next commented on the leadership 
crisis in the New York District. DAVIS refused to consider 
the conclusions of GUS HALL as representative of the final 
conclusions of the entire National Secretariat. DAVIS 
stated that in his opinion, HALL has not had a sufficient 
documentation on the situation to warrant final conclusions 
and insisted that the National Secretariat consider the 
question further. 

DAVIS noted that unification of the Communist 
Party is the biggest task that it faces and that unifica- 
tion can be achieved, not by attempting to destroy one 
group in the Party, but only by ironing out issues that 
divide comrades through joint discussions. 

DAVIS characterized HATHAWAY' s report as factional, 
nf™ ,f ran f d v the a PP r °ach in the report which condemns only 
'MILT (ROSEN), EVIE (WIENER), ESTHER (CANTOR) and ARNOLD 
(JOHNSON) " while it directs "no real criticism" towards 
"BILL (ALBERTSON), BETTY (GANNETT), JIM (TORMEY) and MIMI 
(BRIEBLANDER? ) " . ' ' 

DAVIS then commented regarding his own removal 
from the New York State leadership. He characterized 
this move as a "political maneuver" which subsequent 
events have confirmed. DAVIS pointed out that "nobody in 
this Party can have any serious ideas of developing the 
work among the Negro people in New York without my being 
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a participant on an equal basis with the New York State 
leadership. I'm going to have something to say about what 
happens in New York as long as I'm in this Party unless 
the comrades vote that I keep my mouth shut." 

Continuing DAVIS conceded that mistakes in 
procedure may have been made by some New York comrades, 
but attributed these mistakes more to their newness in 
leadership and to their inexperience rather than to any 
deliberate intent on their part. DAVIS concluded by saying 
that he intended to seek permission to appear before the 
next State Committee meeting in order to present a "different 
point of view" on the New York problems. 

WILLIAM WBINSTONE said that decisive action must 
be taken in New York, but since no final decision could 
be reached at present, then the matter should be discussed 
further. He said the State Committee should be so advised. 
He remarked that in the meantime the Party should direct 
its attention to three immediate significant tasks: 1. To 
sponsor an election conference, 2. To support a "Paulin« 
meeting" scheduled for Monday, October 24, and 3. Distri- 
bute 50,000 copies of the Communist Party's election 
platform. 

f CLARENCE HATHAWAY spoke again and rejected BEN 
DAVIS charge that his report was factional. HATHAWAY 
emphasized that he does not intend to undermine or destroy 
anyone who is merely seeking to end factionalism in New 
York by establishing those who do and do not support the 
political line of the Party.

•said presented a non-complimentary picture of the Party * 
He singled out a certain "slanderous anonymous document" 
which had been circulated in California charging "white 
chauvinism" in the Party, DAVIS indicated that he had 
given a oopy of this document to GUS HALL and felt that 
the Party should investigate this in order to uncover 
their origins, 

DAVIS next discussed the improvement of 
relationships between WILLIAM Z, POSTER and the Party 
leaderships He said that the trouble in part is POSTER'S 
insistence upon involving himself actively In the Party's 
"internal affairs" and partly to the Party's failure to 
keep POSTER reasonably Informed concerning dates, agendas, 
discussions and decisions that are taking place. DAVIS 
felt that this situation is serious and that a middle road 
of compromise must be found in order to satisfy both FOSTER 
and the Party. 

.Continuing DAVIS commented that POSTER sees all 
kinds of people, with all kinds of viewpoints and therefore 
the Party iadership must . n set up some sort of direct control 
to control the people who go to see him" . DAVIS conceded 
that this would be a most difficult task. 

DAVIS, commenting on the New York leadership 
situation, said that the national leadership should .distinguish 
questions which are still debatable from the questions which 
have been settled. He described the latter as being those 
questions where final conclusions have been agreed upon by 
the national leadership. Further with regard to these questions 
that have been settled DAVIS said that the Party should tolerate 
^no opposition since these conclusions actually represent the 
line of the P&rty, With regard to the former, that is, questions 
still unresolved, further discussion should be permitted and 
encouraged in an effort to reduce disagreements. He said that 
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it toas his own conviction th'aM the comrades' In Hew York are 
genuinely concerned- with and are basically loyal to the 
Party's needs and aims* He .felt that some method mustte 
utilized in order to reunite the New York comrades "withiri 
the framework of the line of the Party as established by 
the 17th National Convsntiotl and developed since then 11 . 

WILLIAM WEXNSTONE, called upon the national 
leadership to take a, "very firm position" on the, Mew "York, 
situation. He said that he opp$£e& William Z* Foster's, 
■suggestion that a "higher committee" should be establish&& 
itt order to solve the difficulty. WEINSTONE commented 
that such & eomrnlttee would in effect "invalidate leadership"'. 

WEINSTONE said that h<* had warned FOSTER personally 
that he (FOSTER) > as & "man in bed", has no facilities for 
passing judgments oh events, and that by POSTER 1 s insisting 
in interfering, h§ could become' a factor contributing to 
factionalism. 

¥ElftSTGNB s&Sd tha& his criticism of ARNOLD 
JOHNSON is that he approaches things from the standpoint of 
individuals and not from the standpoint of politic^ and 
therefore has a subjective idealist approach, said the 
Party must approach the present internal problem with 
the realization that an anti-Party group has not yet been 
formed but is merely in the process of crystallising. He 
said the worst f actionalists must be eliminated and • ther 
comrades must recognise their errors. He recommended that 
the Party obtain a solution to the problem of factionalism 
within the next few weeks. 

WEINSTONE said that he would not instruct comrades 
to leave the Party and would not take administrative measures 
unless they were absolutely necessary. He said the first 
thing that must be done is to convince the comrades and to 
isolate the worst one$ 3 adding that the main obstacle to the 
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Party's growth in New York is factionalism. He said there 
has been a tendency to underestimate the independent role - 
of the Party and expressed the thought that the general line 
of "our" election policy is correct under the circumstances 
existing but the fact that the Party has been unable to put 
up candidates is of no small matter. He felt that BEN' s 
£>AVIS) request to appear before the New York State Committee 
was a serious mistake as far as the unity of "our" Party 
is concerned. 

PHIL BART commented that the Party adopted a line / 
at the 17th Convention and that there is no question of / 
discussing with groups how we are going to modify that line / 
because there is opposition to it. He said "we" want to I 
discuss how to fight for the Party line. 

JACK STACHEL said that the line is not as bad as 
it seems to be, adding that there is no pattern and all 
they need now. is a decision. He concluded by commenting 
that the Party cannot stand much longer with factionalism 
and revisionism. 

IRVING POTASH indicated that the question is not 
factionalism as the participants have saved the Party and now 
in their eyes are fighting for what they think is the Marxist- 
Leninist line. He said the factional group in the Party 
disagrees with the leaders rather than with Party policy ana 
that this opposition to leadership takes the form of cynicism 
and a comrade that persists in this for any length of time 
winds up in the position of being anti-Party. 

According to POTASH there is a factional relationship 
existing within the factional group. He said there are certain 
negative oppositions -toward "each other although they do not 
admit it but rather cover up for their serious differences.

He said that RttLT (ROSEN?) can play an important 
role in the Party only if he is corrected and the comrades ■■ 
who have the closest dealings with him must assume most of 
the responsibility. POTASH continued that the Party is 
fighting for democratic centralism hut these comrades feel 
that there are exceptions to it. He likened the love of 
these comrades for the Party to a parent who, for the love 
of a child, feels he can crush the child. POTASH commented 
that he cannot see this group as an organized faction fighting 
against the Party or the line of the Party but that the worst 
he would say is that they are an organized group fighting 
against another group. He concluded that a unified approach 
could solve the situation. 

HY LUMER took the position that the Party has to 
present to the New York membership what the leadership of the Part? 
considers the nature of the question. He felt that there 
was no danger of "our" moving too fast or panicking with 
disciplinary action because in all "our" situations we are 
inclined to move slowly. LUMER felt that the New York 
situation was preclpatated,not by our initiative, but rather 
from the financial necessity of reducing the staff in New 
York. He said ^nat "we" cannot deal with two groups in 
New York leadership by inflating them as POSTER'S proposal 
would do but rather the leadership is to take a general 
approach. He said that the Party has to present to the 
New York membership what the leadership of the Party considers 
the nature of the New York situation to be, adding that not 
only should the report by GUS HALL be presented to the New 
York membership but also a written political statement of 
the problems of the situation and the nature of the struggle 
should be given. LUMER felt that a unified position on the 
New York situation must be presented to the membership. 

ARNOLD JOHNSON commented that the national office 
should become more active in the districts, particularly in 
the districts where they are members. At this point GUS HALL 
commented that once the matter is settled the people in the 
national office will spend approximately 80 per cent of their 
time outside of New York. 
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Continuing ARNOLD JOHNSON said that both ' 
EVELYN (WIENER) and MILT (ROSEN) were standout fighters 
for the Party line during the days .of the revisionists . 
He said that he considered ROSEN to be a very hard-working 
young comrade. 

WILLIAM L. PATTERSON commented that the questions 
of Cuba, Puerto Rico and other Latin American countries cannot 
be resolved in the United States without the American Party 
playing an important role. He said that the Negro questions 
cannot be resolved in the United States without the Party 
playing an important role and the New York Party will be an 
important factor. 

Informant advised that at this point the meeting 
temporarily adjourned to reconvene approximately at 7:00 p.m. 
that evening. 

Informant advised that the meeting reconvened at 
, 6:26 p.m. and BEN DAVIS, JR. was the first speaker. He said 
/ that "there is an esttaiafceof the situation which is trying to 
put all the eggs in one basket., namely, that the central 
trouble is virtually an anti-Party opposition group". DAVIS 
expressed his opinion that this was an incorrect estimate 
He regarded it as a problem but not the central problem. He 
said that he has had relationships with the comrades who are 
considered to be the center of the anti-Party group and he 
has a high esteem of these comrades; however, he has never 
had any formal relationship with them. DAVIS said that the 
leadership's political approach must be based on conclusions 
drawn after an analysis of the situation has been made. DAVIS 
further remarked that in his opinion some comrades were of 
the opinion that he, DAVIS, was challenging GUS HALL f s 
leadership. DAVIS said he wanted to definitely deny this and 
said that the Party must rally the comrades around HALBs 
leadership. 
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Mms assumed ^feafe if CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
had followed a dif ferent approach there would be less 
difficulty today* adding that HATHAWAY had allowed himself 
to be identified with etse of the group* namely BILL (ALBERTSON?) 
and BETTY ( GANNETT 1)* DAVIS also remarked that with regard 
to the Reorganisation -question %< ^his question has never 
been jjre'sented before the State Committee and this was a 
failure on the part of the New York State leadership. He 
said that*iien he was chairman of the Party in New York State 
he made a similar proposal to .MIS (HALL) concerning the 
changing of the Party structure but BELL ALBERTSON provided 
the maiti opposition to the suggestion. He said that BILL 
(ALBERTSON), MIMI (PRIEDLANDERJ, JIM (TORMEY) and BETTY 
(GANNETT) opened up the factional struggle at the 17th 
National Convention despite the fact that the State Convention 
unanimously ^elected the delegates to the convention. He said 
the actions of these fou£ were acts of "unprincipled character" 
as well as- a "struggle for power". He said that they created 
innumerable problems in the New York District. DAVIS further 
remarked that it Was his feeling that HY(LUMER) was active 
in "bringing forward" BILL (ALBERTSON) r Mm (PRIEDLANDER) 
BETTY (GANNETT) and JIM (TORIffiY) against the recommendations 
of the caucus of the State Convention* 

DAVIS* in describing BILL ALBERTSON, said he was 
a "very clever comrade" who has been tying up the Party in 
New York State with "internal bickerings and struggle". 

DAVIS next characterized CLARENCE HATHAWAY ' s 
report as "factional" because it was completely one-sided 
and completely "unself -critical". He added that inasmuch 
as the New York State Committee had not met in six months he 
was unable to see how HATHAWAY couid make any re^l Judgment 
as to the degree of ahti-Party opposition in New York. 
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DAVIS said that he- doss hot understand how 
CLARENCE (HATHAWAY) can be so uncritical of BILL (ALBERTSON), 
JIM (TORMEY) and "MENU (FRIEDLANDER) , adding that the State 
Convention showed good sense in not electing MIME (FRIEDLANDER). 
He characterised MEMI (FRIEDLANDER) as one "who ought not to 
he dog catcher in our Party" 

GUS HALL stated that what was involved here was 
an organized, automatic mobilisation of the Party from 
below to disrupt every policy of the Party, He said there 
cannot be a situation therein comrades have completely 
negative attitudes toward the Party leadership. 

HALL further remarked that MILT (ROSEN) is not 
going to grow, learn or develop, unless "we n can convince 
him that he is making mistakes that are both serious and 
basic ♦ HALL said that ROSEN must get more experience and he can 
learn by working with the Party and with the leadership. 
HALL felt that ROSEN is 11 still honest m& can be developed". 

JACK c:\STACHBL said that the Party should go to the 
New York membership through the State Committee, placing 
the political questions and coming out with the conclusion 
that what we need is a united fighting party whieh works 
harmoniously with the national leadership and coordinates 
in every respect. 

STACHEL said that he agreed with the proposal , 
of GUS HALL that nobody can be in the leadership at. the present 
time unless he or s&e is willing to fight for the line of the 
Party and cooperate with the national leadership . 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY said that he was against any policy 
which would drag this thing out and one which would leave the 
basic issues hanging in the air. He felt that the leadership 
of the New York State Board and State Committee could be won 
on the basis of a political report made by GUS HALL and 
accompanied by organizational proposals. .HATHAWAY proposed that 
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GUS HALL should attend the ne&t New York State Board meeting 
in order that the basic political line could be approved as • 
HALL had outlined and also to have the organizational proposal 
endorsed. 

Informant advised that it was decided that GUS HALL 
would present a full report to the New York State Board and 
State Committee meeting* HALL agreed to thi& and also 
y suggested that th? whole Secretariat be in attendance* 

Meeting adjourned ♦

head memo dated 11/3/60, 

Among those in attendance were: GUS HALL, JACK 
STAOKEL, PHIL BART, WILL WEIN8T0NE , CLARENCE HATHAWAY, WILLIAM 
L* PATTERSON, IRVING POTASH and HST LUMER. 

GUS HALL 

The first topic for discussion is the question of 
personnel in the New York District. ARNOLD JOHNSON should 
be brought back to the National office and assigned to the 
peace question. BILL ALBERTSON should remain in the 
leadership as a part-ti.me trade union leader or possibly 
in "defense" work* ESTHER CANTOR should be removed from her 
assignment. The Party should have two major areas of concen- 
tration in New York: 1« The Waterfront; a waterfront commission 
should concentrate on seamen and longshoremen. 2. Negro and 
Puerto Rican x?ork* JIM TORMEY should be considered coordinator 
of Brooklyn but not as a full-time worker. CLARENCE HATHAWAY 
should remain as New York State Chairman and WILLIAM L # 
PATTERSON should remain in his present assignment • BETTY 
GANNETT should remain in. the educational field until another 
solution is found, 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

Another Negro comrade besides PATTERSON should be 
developed full time. PATTERSCfN should not be assigned to 
JJegro work as such but should participate fully in the leader- 
ship* Some other Negro comrade should give major attention 
to Harlem, Bedford-Stuyvesant and the complex Negro problems* 

JACK STACHEL 

Although MILT ROSEN has been one of the worst 
offenders, we should try to work with him because he has 
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connections in the youth and in industry. However, MILT 
ROSEN should he removed from the industrial section. An 
effort should be made to rebuild the Party in the industrial 
areas of New York such as Buffalo, Rochester, and Syracuse. 

Consideration should be given to assigning BILL 
ALBERTSON to Party building in New Jersey, New England and 
Pennsylvania. Particular attention should be given to Party 
building in central Pennsylvania and the anthracite country. 

PHIL BAR T 

MIKE DAVIDOW should be considered as Organizational 
Secretary for New York. 

WILLIAM L, PATTERSON 

In the light of the financial situation in New 
York, Brooklyn, should have a full time person because it 
is the source of great financial support. There are grave 
Negro problems in upstate areas such as Albany and 
Schenectady. The Party must concentrate on Negro work 
partictilarly with regard to the United Nations because 
Negro work is regarded as an all-class struggle. "I 
(PATTERSON) believe there is nobody more fit in the Party 
for this work than myself. I can make my greatest contribu- 
tion to the Party, not as a Party leader, but moving around 
to such cities as Baltimore, Chicago, and Pittsburgh in 
a public relations capacity. " 

WILL WEINSTONE 

Aside from cutting down forces, there should be 
a removal of forces. The question of disbursing forces 
is a good practise. I am in agreement with GUS (HALL's) 
proposals . 

The fact is that Negro work has not in the 
last few years been given any overall direction or 
coordination. A commission was designated by the 
Board but was not called together by BEN (DAVIS) because 
he was afraid of opposition. 
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. An organizer is needed upstate . Over the years we 
have neglected upstate. 

Re BETTY (GANNETT), there is the matter cf hor 
subjectivity, it is necessary to have a talk with her. 

CLARENCE HATHAWAY 

I am fully conscious of the magnitude of the prob- 
lem and when we make these changes after Saturday they had 
better be good. Last spring we tried to patch the situation 
up but it became aggravated. We have to show results in a whole 
series of ways that will prove that the approach to the situa- 
tion is correct . 



I think I can agree fully with the question of PAT 
(BILL PATTERSON) . A way should be worked out so he can fully 
participate in Dlfitrict work in a broader sense. 

The question of MIKE was raised. I think MIKE 
would "add something there." 

If we approach this from the viewpoint of JIM (T0RM3 
MIMI (FRIEDLANDER) , BILL (ALBERTSON) and so forth being taken 
out so far as full time work is concerned and we bring EVIE 
(WIENER) in as an administrative secretary you are going to 
have serious political problems. This will be construed as 
a political removal of the other comrades. EVTE, not now or 
in the future, will bring political development to the 
district. In a long range sense, EVIE i3 not a force around 
which we can build. 

Relative to MILT (ROSEN) every effort should be 
made to save him. 

MIMI (FRIEDLANDER) like EVIE (WIENER) has not a 
long range role to play in the Party. 
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. ESTHER (CANTOR) must be taken out completely ' as 
these maneuvers and intrigues are a way of life with her 
■and we would never be able to rid her of these practices* 
Prom what I hear of ABE (UNGER) I would put him in the same 
group . 

A "field person" should be appointed who would go 
out from the center oeriodically on a systematic basis, I am 
not in favor of MORT (SCHEER) . 

On a previous occasion I proposed to BETTY GANNETT 
that she take the full responsibility for the development of 
the school and remain a member of the district board . BETTY 
told me her function was to train cadre and not students in 
a school 0# This reaction on BET?<?£ f s part was not justified, 
but an effort should be made to persuade her to accept. 
Education work can be organized within a staff setup. 

On the question of negro work we have got to get 
somebody who will work from below in a concentrated sense and 
the comrade in Harlem now is no answer as she cannot attend 
Party meetings, also if we want to meet her it has to be out- 
side somexvhere. 

BILL (AIBERTSON) should remain in the NY District 
and on the Board as there is a "positive element there" that 
puts him in a different class from MIMI and someof the 
others . 



IRVING POTASH 



Among the functions that have to be assigned to full 
time people are Negro work, Organization, Administration, 
Financial, Trade Unions, Education. 

EVIE (WIENER) should be considered for specific 
administrative work and she should also be responsible 
for the "Worker" in the community clubs. 

In relation to Trade Union work, MIKE would be in 
charge of central labor party (ph) and perhaps also take 
care of the transport field. 
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PATTERSON. 3hould be active in Negro work but there 
is need for another "full timer" in that field. 

KY L UMBR 

On the whole, the proposals made would resolve the 
situation. The question of an organisational secretary is 
important to the operation of the NY District and it will 
not be solved by an administrative secretary. Relative to 
BETTY GANNETT, she presents a real problem and there is no 
easy way of handling it. She considers the school assign- 
ment as an insult to her and feels that she should either 
have a leadership post or she is going out and getting a 
job. In spite of this, efforts should be made to put her 
in charge of the school and also utilize her in other 
work. 

I have reservations relative to MILT ROSEN and 
feel that MILT 3hould not be placed in charge of a key 
aspect of Party work at this time. 

STAOBEL 

The Negro Question is so interlinked with all phase 
of Party work that it must be solved before anything else. 
PATTERSON should tackle this problem, but should make his 
own decision and not be pressured into it. 

WEINSTONE 

We have m&2e substantial progress: When you are 
engaged in a struggle you must isolate the forces and that 
usually is done in several stages. The vote (made last 
night) indicates that the underlying basis of their 
position has been shattered by the fact that the Party line 
has been shown to be correct. On Saturday there must be 
a real presentation and explanation of Democratic Centralism. 
It is unfortunate that at the meeting last night that all 
members, BEN in particular, of the Secretariat did not pre- 
sent a united front regarding the resolution.

The Communist Party., USA, has been designated by 
the Attorney General of the United States pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450.. 

A source, who has furnished reliable .information in the past, 
advised on November 15, i960, that Communist Party, USA (CPUS A) 
National Committee members PHIL BART and BENJAMIN J. MTS, JR. 
attended a -meeting -of the -District Committee,, CPUS.A, New England 
District, held November 13, i960, at the residence .of OTIS A. 
HOOD in Holbrook, Massachusetts. 

According to source, the suspension of New England District 
Organizer HOMER '.BATES CHASE was discussed at this meeting and 
that during this discussion a letter from the CPUSA .National 
Committee was read which announced that CHASE would continue on 
the payroll of the CPUSA until the date of the New England 
District -CP Convention. The source continued that the District 
Committee thereafter decided that the District Convention would 
be held on December 11, i960, for the purpose of completely 
reorganizing the New England .District of the CPUSA. It was 
further decided by the District Committee that each club of 
four members or less would have two delegates to the Convention 
and that larger clubs .would have -one •.additional delegate for 
each five additional members. The source also stated that the 
District Committee agreed that although they would each attend 
the Convention, they would have no vote unless they represented 
a club as a delegate..

The CPUSA, New 
England District, was given a goal of $750 in this fund 
drive, • • 

In conclusion, the source advised that it was remarked by 
PHIL BART during this meeting that the financial status of the 
Communist Party had become so critical that seven of its 
national leaders in New York City had not been paid for a 
number of weeks.
